We have no Congressional news of
importance to lay before our reader this week
except a synopsis of tho President's reasons for
vetoing tho River and Harbor bill, and an im-

portant bill to prevent the emigration of Pau-per- s

and Criminals, which are herewith inserted :

" A message was received from the President
giving his reasons for vetoing the River and
Harbor bill. Owing to the late day at which
the bill was passed, it became necessary for him
to state his objections, announcing at the same
time a purpose to resume the subject for a more
deliberate discussion at the present session of
Congress. He concedes that the two Houses
of Congress are entitled to an expression of the
considerations which induced him to dissent
from their conclusions. No such expression as
internal improvement is found in the constitu-tio- n,

and it has not sufficient meaning to bo of
any value. Ilo proceeded to, examine the vari-

ous clauses in that instrument under which
power for a system of internal improvements
is claimed, and comes to the conclusion that
there is no such specific power for such works,
and no provision broad enough to cover them.
Congress can only construct such works as may
be necessary to carry out specific plans of im-

provement for navigability of rivers or harbors,
as may be necessary for military or naval pur-
poses. Tho matter is a subject for legislative
discretion. The message is a long one, and tho
President concludes by urging the power of con-
firming appropriations by the general govern-men- t

to works necessury to be constructed from
its undoubted power, and of leaving all others
to individual enterprise or to the respective
States, to be provided for out of their resourc-
es, or by a recurrence to tho provisions of the
constitution which authorize, with consent of
Congress, the improvement of harbors.

" Mr Phiilips would move that tho message
bo laid on the table and it be referred to the
committee of the whole, and it was so referred."

" We eo it stated that the Committee on
Commerce of the House of Representatives
have prepared, and will soon report, a very im-

portant bill on the subject of alien paupers and
criminals. Under the provisions of this bill
no foreign passengers shall hereafter bo admit-
ted into a port of tho United States unless
ho shall have tho certificate of tho American
Consul of tho place from which he comes, that
he has not, for one year previous to his depart-
ure, been an inmate of a jail or work-hous- e, and
that ho has not, for four years previously, been
covicted of any criminal offence except such as
are designated political crimes. ;

" if any captain shall brinj such porsons with
out tho required certificates, he shall to
fine and imprisonment. The vessel in which such
persons arrive shall bo subject to forfeiture.
Tho iutrocuction of a bill like this will, no doubt,
jivo rise to a violent opposition, but circumstan- -

ces nave indicated a necessity lor 11 wnici' win
be likely to give it great strength both in and
out of Congress."

W. Whitfield, the delegate elect to, Congress
from tho Territory of Kansas, the Albany Ar-gu- s

" Gen. Whitfiold, as wo arc informed from a
perfectly reliable source, did not in the brief
canvass which preceded Hie election, announce
himself as individually either favorably or op-

posed to the establishment of slavery in the
Territory. That question was not ono which
he i3 elected to decide. It was one which had
no business to enter into the. canvass. Tho
Legislature of Kansas is the tribunal which
must adjudicato that matter for Kansas, as tho
Legislature of New York has settled it for New
York. The delegate to Congress has there no
vote upon tho question. The citizens of Kan-
sas very properly declined to allow the slavery
issue to enter into the contest for delegate) to
Congress. They have chosen Gen. Whitfield,
if at all, because he is a man long identified and
familiar with the interests of that section, and
because his opponent was nn unknown eastern
man, only a few days in the Territory, and liable
to suspicion as put forward by the monopolizing
speculators who, under pretence of 'lovo for
freedom have rushed into the Territory to

tho best pieces of land in it."
